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THE PURCHASE OF SCA00L BOOKS,
At the meeting of the Boatd of Pablic Ednea-
tion yesterday some interesting developmeants
were made with regard to the purchase of
achool Looka, and it was conclusively shown
by the majority report of the committes ap-
pointed to investignte tha case that Messra,
Eldridge Brothers had charged the city two

dollars and forty cents more per dozen for a '
oartain text-boek than the ragnlar trade rate, |

and that they hud beon eqnally sxorbitant in
their other charges for articles farnished the
board. The commitles took the testi-
mony of a number of publishers, who
all conourred in representing the trade price
for the “Lawrence Speaker” to be §12 per
doven, while Eldridge & Brother I:‘.hﬂl'gﬂl.l the
Board of Eduecation $14°40. The excnse made
by the publishers of the *‘Lawrenoce Speaker”
was oorlainly a ourious one. They stated that
it was their intention to issue a new and en-
larged “‘Speaker” that would be worth $14°40
per doren, which would be furnished to the
sohools in exchange for such copies of the
cheaper book as had not boen used. The evi-
denoe demonstrsted that great oxertions had
besen made to get the ‘‘Lawrence Speaker’
introduced into the schools as rapidly
as poesible, and the prospeota that
any copies wonld be in exchangeable condi-
tion by the time the new edilion was ready
were cortainly very slim. It was also shown
that Messrs. Eldridge & Brother had been
operating outside of the Board of Education
and that Mr. Randall, the Principal of the
Hanoock Grammar Scholo, had exchanged
eopy-books and geographies for the now
speakor, taking six dezen of the latter for the
use of twenty-ti:o pupils. As the retail price
of the geographies in question was $22°G0
per dozen, and that of the speaker F13,

the exchange wad quite a
profitable specnlation for the publish-
era. By what authority Mr. Randall

engaged in this transaction does not appear,
and the majority of the committee say that
if the teachers are permitted to unlawlully
traffioc in copy-books and geographies they
could do the same with the scaool furniture
and other property. The moral of this whole
oontroversyis that theBoard of Education onght
to exercise greater vigilance in making their
contracts. The board contains a number of
able and honorable gentlomen who are enti-
tled to the confidence of the community, and
the investigation of this ease proves that they
are anxious to do their duty and to protact
the interests of the city. If a little more care,
however, had- been exercised in the first
place, there wonld have been no controversy,
and Messrs. Eldridge & Brother wonld either
have sold the ‘““Lawrenca Speaker” at a reason.-
able price, or the schools wonld have remained
unsupplied with that particular aid to know-
ledge.

CUMULATIVE VOIING,
Wy publish on the seventh page of to day's
Trerscnarn a description of the results of an
intoresting experiment in cumulative voting.
All the rate-payers of Manchester, women as
well a8 men, being anthorized to vote for
members of the School Board, it appears that
only 26,000 voters exercised this privilege,

while 36,000 ¢@id not go to the polls,
but ad it is  doubtful whether
a fuller vote would he secured
in any American distriot at Ja

election where mombers of school boards,
only, were to be elected, the absence of so
large a proportion of the newly enfranchised
citizens and citizenesses of Manchester is
readily accounted for. What is more sur-
prising to Englishmen is that the privilege of
cumnulative voting, or of casting fifteen votes
forone candidate, instead of one vote for
each of fifteen candidates, has resulted in
the election of a mnjority of members of the
board who strongly favor a combination of

religious with seonlar education.
The sirength of all the COatholie
volers being concentrated on two

candidates, they lead the poll, while each of
the Episcopalian candidates receives a much
larger number of votes than any of the seca-
lar oandidates, It is evident that a powerful
Church influence was strongly exerted by the
prominent denominations, while the party
favoring secular education was badly organ-
ized, split up into factions, or comparatively
indifferent. Under a plain system of voting,
with no combination of parties, the Episco-
palians, who were numerically stronger than
any other single other organization which
participated in the election, would have slected
their whole ticket; while the secular
party, if it had concentrated its strength, and
“‘agitated” in Ameriean fashion, with stump-
speech oratory, brass bands, and processions,
might probably have eleeted all the members
of the board instead of only securing a single |
represemtative. The most important practi-
oal lesson of this experiment seems to be that
discipline; organization, and concentration
are even mwore important, in some respects,
under & oumulative system of voting than
under the system now prevailing in the
United States.

Geanenarn ALFrRED Preasaxron has been

nowinated by the President to the position
of Commissioner of Internal Revenue, despite
the opposition of General Logan and his

Grand Armoy of the Republic, and the still |

more potential protest of Senator Uameron.
The certainty of his nomination was fore-
shadowed in our special Washington des-
patches more than & month ago, and all the
talk about Mr. Douglass’ prospects for the
place has been mere buncombe. General
Pleasanton has been oconnected with the
internal revenue service for several years,
and as Colleotor of the wealthiest district in
the United States has apparently given gene-
ral satisfaction, He will therefore take ohmige
of his important office with an experience
that should qualify him fully for ita duties.
What is to be done by the President to ap-

poase Pennsylvania remaing to be ssen. PPor-
baps the proprietor of “‘my two papara, both
daily,” and ono of them for sale, will be
called into the Cabinet as Postmaster-Gione-
rl.  But if Colonsl Forney is to auccesd Mr,
Creswell, what is to become of the latter,
now that the English mission is supposed to
buve been disposed of Hy Goneral Scheack's
sppointment ?

doom to ever dream of recovering an inch of
the ground forfeited by his treason, and now
hallowed by the graves of Union soldiers,
The most that thay shonld ever dare to hope
for is the undeserved priviloge of being
buried on tha same estate aa the trua heroes
who wera faithful to the country when they
were false,
